PARIS — “I hope the ride was not too bumpy 
fbeyou.” .... . 

With those words, a ednscriptarmed only with a 
fla&hKtftt and photocopied map dqxisited a score 
<rf bemaggjkd passengen at a Paris rail station 
Wednesday as tne French Army came to the aid erf 
thousands of strike-bound suburban commuters. 

Then he set off to gather another load of strap- 
hangers who have been deprived since Monday of 
trains that bring more than a million people to 
work in Paris every day. Instead of a 20- or 30- 
ntioate ride on the train, commuters endured jour- 
neys of up to two hours on the hard wooden 
benches of a fleet of army trades. 

But as the rescue operation began in run and 
eariy-monung darkness, many passengers were 
cracking jokes about their unusual means erf get- 
ting to work. 

“At least, it’s less crowded than on the RER,” 
said one passenger, referring to the regional ex- 


press network, modi of which has been brought to 
a halt by a strike of maintenance workers bdong- 
ing to the Communist-led General Confederation 
of Labor, or CGT. 

They had more air, too, under the canvas roofs 
of the trades. 

But what little good humor there was may quick- 
ly evaporate: Since the middle of last month, 
Parisians' lives have been disrupted by a series ctf 
strikes by public workers, including a walkout by 
postal employees that has left an estimated 30 
mOfiou pieces of mad piled up in sorting offices. 

The military put 365 trucks and 1^00 mm at the 
disposal of the national government, the first time 
in 17 years it has taken such an actum. Many of 
the soldiers drove in convoys through the night 
from as far away as Karlsruhe, West Germany, to 
be to position at suburban railroad stations by 6 
A.M. The operation was repeated for the evening 
rush hour.

WARSAW — Lech Walesa, the leader of Soli- 
darity, jousted with the chief of Poland's Commu- 
nist-backed official unions and aggressively ar- 
gued the case for political and trade union 
pluralism Wednesday night in a live broadcast on 
national television. 

The unceosoted, 45-minute debate in prime time 
between Mr. Walesa and Alfred Miodawicz, a 
Communist Politburo member who beads the offi- 
cial All- Poland Trade Union Alliance, marked the 
first time that the Solidarity leader had appeared 
on Polish television since 1983. It was one of the 
few occasions in which a Polish opposition leader 
has been allowed to deliver an uncensored state- 
ment of position in the official media. 

Mr. Walesa, wearing a Solidarity badge and a 
portrait of the Black Madonna, Poland’s chief 
Roman Catholic symbol, responded with a spirited 
defense of Solidarity’s ideals and a series of nee- 
dling criticisms of the official muons, dm parly 
establishment and Prime Minister Mieczyslaw Ra- 
kowski. 

“In 1980-81, external conditions did not allow 
the reforms Solidarity wanted — as I said once, 
Brezhnev Hved two years loo long,” Mr. Walesa 
said in an irreverent reference to the Soviet leader 
who demanded the suppression of the East bloc’s 
first free trade unions before his death in 1982, 
“Now those opportunities exist, but we are not

Mr. Miodowicz, whose organization was instru- 
mental in blocking a move by the government 
toward negotiations with Solidarity in September, 
repeatedly argued that trade union pluralism was 
not necessary and counterproductive in Poland 
because it caused political batiks in factories. But 
Mr. Walesa responded that “pluralism in all areas, 
in politics, economics and social life has proved 
itself around tbe world” while the party’s monopo- 
ly in Communist countries had only led to failure. 

“It’s not an accident that all our countries arc in 
the same situation,” declared the popular, musta- 
chioed union chief in the distinctive colloquial

The debate, which was offered by Mr. 
MIodowocz two weeks ago and preceded by exten- 
sive publicity, merited a new concession by the 
authorities to Mr. Walesa by impliatly recognizing 
his importance as a public figure and right to equal 
billing with Mr. Miodowicz. 

At the same time, the event appeared designed 
to boost the government’s image at a time when

U.S. Is Putting the Arm on Allies to Spend More on Their Own Defense

NEW YORK — Ndl Sheehan’s 1 6-year- 
effon to write a book that he hoped would 
clarify the Vietnam War for himself and his 
country, an effort that culminated in the 
publication of “A Bright Shining Lie." has 
been rewarded with the 1988 National 
Book Awards for nonfiction. 

The fiction winner was “Paris Trout" by 
Pete Dexter, a novel about an interracial 
murder just after World War If. 

While the Dexter book was considered 
one of the longer shots among the five 
fiction f inalis ts, which included novels by 
Don DeLillo and Anne Tyler, the decision 
was warmly applauded by the capacity 
crowd at the awards ceremony Tuesday 
nighL 

Both authors received S 10.000 and an 
original sculpture by Louise Neve Ison. 

Both books were published by Random 


House and both were edited by Robert 
Loomis. 

Adding to the Random House sweep, 
Jason Epstein, the editorial director of 
Random House, received the 510,000 first 
annual National Book Awards for Distin- 
guished Contribution to American Letters. 

Mr. Sheehan was died for what the five 
judges on the nonfiction panel described as 
“a work of remarkable lucidity but also 
remarkable passion." 

Subtitled “John Paul Vann and America 
in Vietnam,’' the book blended biography 
and history in telling the story of a dedicat- 
ed career officer who spoke out against 
America's early strategy in Vietnam. 

Mr. Sheehan was the Vietnam bureau 
chief for United Press International in 
1962 and worked for The New York Times 
from 1964 to 1972. 

Asked what he hoped readers would de- 
rive from the book, Mr. Sheehan replied, 
“That it would help my country under- 


stand what happened in Vietnam, what 
went wrong." 

In choosing “Paris Trout," Joel Oonar- 
roe, the chairman of the National Book 
Awards fiction panel, said the judges es- 
sentially were interested in “the quality of 
the prose" and in “whether the book is re- 
readable and re-re-readable.” 

In his acceptance speech, Mr. Dexter 
said, “I write a newspaper column for a 
living, mostly.” His column is published 
three times a week in The Sacramento Bee 
in Sacramento, California. 

He also said he did not mai»» a 
distinction between writing a novel 
writing for a newspaper. “I’m not some- 
body to hole up in the woods and produce 
a novel every two years and come out.” he 
said. “1 like talking to people.” 

He writes 900 words or Fiction each day, 
he added, and be had to redo two months’ 
work on “Paris Trout” after 110 pages were 
lost in or expunged from his computer. The 
book is his third novel.

“He does seek out people he re- 
lies upon — that's what you want in 
a majority leader” said Senator 
William S. Cohen, a Republican 
who also represents Maine. “He's 
someone who thinks seriously 
about serious issues.” 

But as his decisive victory Tues- 
day over two more-senior col- 
leagues demonstrated. Mr. Mitch- 
ell's judicial demeanor should not 
be confused with a shortage of po- 
litical skills.

NEW YORK — Over the past 
week. New York City's troubled 
school system has been shaken by 
charges of school board corruption 
and vice that range from rampant 
'drug use to extortion to offering 
teacher promotions in exchange for 
sex. 

Amid growing furor. Mayor Ed- 
ward L Koch. Schools Chancellor 
Richard R. Green and Robert F. 
Wagner Jr., president of the central 
Board of Education, went to the 
state capital on Tuesday to plead 
with legislators for approval of leg- 
islation aimed at lessening the in- 
fluence of politics over school po- 
licy. 

"PaulT. Gentile, state prosecutor 
for the Bronx, whose office set up a 
hotline for complaints against 
school boards in that borough, said 
in an interview that the flow of calls 
was “a constant." 

“Never have I received a re- 
sponse like this." he said. 

He said that local school districts 
apparently have been operated as 
the “personal fiefdoms” of board 
members. Mr. Gentile said that the 
calls Tuesday included allegations 
that ■ district employees “became 
like the personal servants” of board 
members. “They became their 
chauffeurs, cleaned their houses." 

The nation's largest school sys- 
tem has long grappled with the 
problems of urban education else- 
where — high dropout rates in 
some schools, unsatisfactory test 
scores, drugs and violence. But now 
the focus is also on corruption and 
a scandal that exploded last 
Wednesday, when Mr. Green took 
the unusual step of suspending an 
entire locally elected school board 
in the Bronx. 


That board and another are un- 
der scrutiny by a Bronx grand jury, 
and the central system's inspector 
general is said to be looking into 
possible illegalities by more than a 
half-dozen of the city’s 32 local 
boards. The newspaper New York 
Newsday reported Tuesday that 10 
local boards in the Bronx, Manhat- 
tan, Brooklyn and Queens are un- 
der investigation. 

The apparent catalyst was the 
arrest Nov. 9 of a Bronx elementary 
school principal, Matthew Barn- 
well. who was charged with buying 
two vials of crack, the cocaine de- 
rivative. 

Members of various local boards 
also are being accused of stealing 
district property, extorting cam- 
paign contributions and other pay- 
ments from school employees and 
putting politics above education. 

“Very little of this is new," said 
Sandra Fel dman, president of the 
United Federation of Teachers, a 
union. “And it’s not just in the 
Bronx." 

Mr. Gentile agreed: “It is not 
recent. It's a product of a system, 
and the system permits the various 
abuses to exist and to flourish. The 
people who participated in it ac- 
cepted it as a way of life.” 

Many are blaming school decen- 
tralization, a weU-intentioned 
movement of the 1960s aimed at 
giving local communities more 
control over their own school sys- 
tems. 

New York’s school system took 
the concept the farthest In 1970, it 
turned much of the control over its 
roughly 800 elementary and junior 
high schools to local boards that 
had relatively little accountability 
either to the central system or, 
some argue, to the communities 
that elected them. 


“It’s really getting sickening 
right now," added Jose E Serrano, 
a state legislator who represents a 
portion of the Bronx. “What’s hap- 
pened is that the system has broken 
down. People for years have been 
□sing it as a way of gaining political 
mileage, as a way of gaining pow- 
er." 

Some districts have prospered 
under decentralization, out critics 
say that many of the local school 
beards created under the 1970 law 
have become dominated by those 
who are seeking to further their 
own political careers. 

Only a handful of eligible voters 
participate in school board elec- 
tions — a mere 6 percent in the last 
round, in 1986 — which means that 


local political organizations can 
easily marshal the several hundred 
ballots they need to put their candi- 
dates on the board. 

The grand jury said its investiga- 
tion indicated that board members 


had “rewarded friends with jobs, 
traded jobs with each other and 
given supervisory positions to indi- 
viduals because they were recom- 
mended by local political dub lead- 
ers."

Once-mighty OPEC is ative but hardly 
wdL The cril cartel has agreed to new limits 
on production, probably adding a few dol- 
lars to the price of a barrel But with 15 
percent of world capacity going untapped, 
OPECs S18 target remains pure fantasy. 

Understandably, the prospect of stabler 
and somewhat higher prices is winning ap- 
plause from the billy depressed oil patch in 
Texas, Louisiana and O klahoma, as well as 
those elsewhere in the world. But no one 
should be fooled: the U.S. national interest 
can never be served by responding passively 
when foreigners try to raise the price of a 
commodity critical to U JL prosperity. 

This is precisely the time for action in . 
Washington to protect the nation’s energy 
future. All that’s so far visible is a general 
indifference that Americans a decade f rom 
now are likely to look back on with disgust. 

OPEC faces the classic dilemma of a 
cartel The only way it can rase world 
prices above the free market price, roughly 
the cost of extracting an extra barrel, is to 
restrict production artificially. But as long 
as prices stay artificially high, each country 
has a powerful incentive to cheat cm pro- 
duction quotas set by the group. 

For much of the 1970s and early ’80s, 
world supplies were tight enough to allow 
Saudi Arabia, OPEC’s largest producer, to 
regulate the price merely by changing its 
own output. But high prices' inspired both 
wide conservation and enormous increases 
in production capacity. Today, fields 
ready to produce about 10 million bands 
a day stand idle, and no nation has sinrifi- ■ 
cant leverage over price. Even if the new 


„ quota agreement holds, the inflation- 
adjusted price of oil will remain far bdow 
the level set by OPEC in 1974. 

U.S. oil producers and their friends in 
Washington argue that continuously kjwoQ 
prices sap the economies of oQ-produdng 
states and force increased UJS. imports. 
That wiD hasten the inevitable day when 
supplies again tighten and Gulf potentates 
are once again able to squeeze the industri- 
alized world. This argument is right. But 
paying more to Riyadh and Baghdad is a 
roundabout way to prop up the economy in 
Houston. In any case, there is no need to 
pay oil ransom to anyone, when cheaper 
and relatively painless measures could pro- 
tect American energy sovereignty: 

• Why not pour huge amounts of ofl, 
purchased at today’s bargain prices, into 
the strategic petroleum reserve? That would 
buffer the economy against brief periods of 
shortage, hke those in 1974 and 1980. 

-• A 25-cenl-argaBan oQ tax would induce 
conservation, cut the Federal deficit in half 
and still leave the price bdow the 1986 leveL . 

• Careful development of oil reserves in 
the Alaskan wilderness might add as much 
as 10 percent to domestic production in the 
late 1990s, just when it will be needed most 

The laws of economics virtually guarantee 
that oil will remain in glut for sane years to. 
come. But geology and geography virtually 
guarantee that eventually the world will 
have to rely cm Gulf producers. Modest 
measures now would slow that inevitable 
drift. More important, they would arm con- 
suming nations against energy blackmail.

George Mitchell’s Tasks 


For the last 20 years the Democrats 
have spent most of the time between the 
U.S. presidential elections struggling to 
reposition themselves, and so they seem 
likely to be doing for the next four years 
as well The 55 Senate Democrats have 
taken a constructive first step in that di- 
rection by choosing George Mitchell of 
Maine as the new majority leader. 

In this was a generational transition. 
Mr. Mitchell, who is 55 and has been in the 
Senate only eight years, succeeds Robert 
Byrd of West Virginia, who is 71 and has 
spent 36 of his years in Congress, 6 in the 
House, 30m the Senate. The year Mr. Byrd 
was first elected to the House, Dwight E- 
srahowrer was elected president and Mr. 
Mitchell was still a junior in college. 

But the shift has to do with philosophy 
and style as welL Mr. Byrd is a man of 
flowery speech and elaborate man rt<T who 
loves the ornate traditions of the Senate, is a 

master parliamentarian and has been a cau- 
tious if not conservative party leader, less 
an originator than a facilitator of legisla- 


tion. Mr. Mitchell has been by contrast a 
businesslike liberal a particular voice for 
progressive taxation and dean air. The 
Democrats badly needed a fresh face to 
appear on state occasions beside the em- 
broiled House Speaker Jim Wright, and in 
Mr. Mitchell a former prosecutor and fed- 
eral district judge, they have one. 

Mr. Mitchell now faces an institutional as 
well as a party responsibilrty. The Senate has 
sometimes been almost the caricature of a 
kgislative body in the last eight years of 
narrowly divided government. He must try 
both to modernize its procedures and refur- 
bish its faded reputation on ethical grounds 
(as Mr. Byrd memorably tried to do in the 
last Congress on campaign finance reform). 

But tire main issue before him is how the 
Democrats are to respond to George Bush. 

' Mr. Mitchell must lad in the reposition- 
ing of the Democratic Party, in deciding 
and etching into the record what it is 
against and for. He seems to us well suited 
for that, and we wish him luck.

Secretary of 
State George Shultz unnwinrarf that the State Depart- 
ment had denied a visa to Yasser Arafat, tbe Palestine 
Liberation Organization chair man, who sought to en- 
ter the United States to make a speech at the United 
Nations. Mr. Shultz cited the presence of Abbas in 
Algiers as a sign of Arafat’s continuing support and 
tolerance of those who murder American civilians. 
How wonderful we thought, that a man making policy 
at the highest level was able to see through the rhetoric 
to understand what we understood directly and pro- 
foundly from tragic experience. 

Arafat and the PLO could not possibly have repudiat- 
ed their commitment to terrorism when they rare a place 
of honor to the man who murdered Leon Klinghoffer. 
Terrorism, the killing of innocents, is an unmitigated 
eviL Abbas’s participation at Algiers highlighted for us 
the absurdity of some media coverage describing a new 
PLO attitude toward terrorism. We did not need to wait 
for tiie analysis of the Palestine National Council meeting 
to know that there was no such commitment in Algiers. 

After all it was only months after the Achille Lauro 
tragedy that Arafat declared that the PLO would cease 
terrorism in Israel and the occupied territories. In fact. 


terrorism has continued unabated not only in Israel 
bat outside as well At no time has Arafat said what has 
to be said: that terrorism is an unmitigated evfl. 

Far more impressive than ambiguous PLO rhetoric 
would have been a PLO decision to bar Abbas from 
Algiers, to oust him from tbe PLO Executive : Council 
and, indeed, to turn him over to Italian authorities who 
have an arrest warrant out for trim. An Italian conn 
had tried him in absentia and given him a life sentence. 

For us, and we think for a lot of other Americans, 
George Shultz is a hero for his consistent stand against 
tmonsm. After all if he bad had his way, the selling of 
aims to Iran would never have happened. And it has been 
Mr. Shultz who, year after year, has spoken to the 
American people mid the world, trying to rouse support 
for an intelligent ^nd courageous stand against terrorism. 

While some diplomats may not approve of Mr. 
Shultz's decision, we think the average person under- 
stands it very well It is not a question of the peace 
process and Arafat's potential role in it It is a question 
of whether the United States can be taken seriously as 
the leader of the struggle against terrorism if it speaks 
out of both sides of its mouth. Mr. Shultz says no — 
that we must stand up against terrorists, that we must 
not sefl aims to Iran and that we must not give Arafat a 
forum until be demonstrably rejects his terrorist past 

Yes. we have heard all the arguments being made 
about the United Nations Headquarters Agreement 
and about the impact all of tins will have on America’s 
relations with the Arafat world. Our reaction is: Right 
on Mr. Shultz! Stick to your principles! As Americans, 
we are best off when we do so, and, in the end, despite 
criticism from abroad, the world is best off when 
America takes the lead in fighting this evfl.

U.S. State Department sources say 
the rejection rate for emigration ap- 
plicants has dropped to less titan 5 
percent of those who seek permission 
to leave. The number of Jewish refns- 
oiks remaining is down to 2,500 to 
3.000. according to the National 
Conference on Soviet Jewry. 

Despite these encouraging num- 
bers. the United States mamiainn al- 
most the same immigration policy 
toward Soviet citizens that it has had 
since Stalin's time. Virtually any So- 
viet citizen who can get permission to 
leave can get immediate permission 
to enter the United States.

At the tune of my visit crops were 
dead or dying, and no foodwasoom- 
ug m from outside. The doctor at the 
local hospital — little more than a bare 
structure without electricity, bedding 
or ade quate sanitation — was per- 
forming amputations by candlelight 
without anesthetics or antibiotics. 
Now that hospital has been evacuated 
because of the intensifying air war. 

By some reports, up to 85 percent of 
toe population in the South has been 
displaced. Two million civilians are 
internally displaced, and 350.000 refu- 
gees nave crossed into Ethiopia. 
About 8,000 more enter that country 
each month. A 30-year veteran of the 


United Nations, stationed across the 
border in Ethiopia, said the Sudanese 
refugees are in toe worst physical con- 
dition he had ever seen — and those 
are the relatively strong young men 
and boys. Women and dnJdren often 
are left behind, without access to inter- 
national aid or protection. They are 
dying in shockingly large numbers. 

In some areas, virtually all children 
under 3 are dead. Young girls are rare: 
In a society beset by war, with an 
economy based on cattle herding, girls 
are allowed to starve so that resources 
can be devoted to thdr brothers. The 
traditional ethnic rivals <£ the Dinka. 
armed by Khartoum, have destroyed 
toe crops and looted the cattle that are 
tbe backbone of the Dinka economy. 
Khartoum has armed rival “African” 
ethnic groups and given a boost to the 
powerful Rodgat Arabs of toe South. 

Safaha, an army outpost in south- 
east Dafur province, is filled with 
starving Dinka refugees. Journalists 
there report that the markets are 
stocked with meat, bread and medi- 
cine, but Rizeigal merchants will sell 
only to those who can pay. Some 
desperate Dinka parents reportedly 
have sold their children to the Rizet- 
gut for the equivalent of S5, either to 
save these children’s lives or to per- 
mit themselves to escape. Outside the 
relative safety of Safaha, Rizeigal 
marauders simply abduct children. 

On March 28. 1987. more than 
1,000 Dinka men. women and chil- 


Dafur province. Amnesty Interna- 
tional reported that more than 200 
people were burned alive in locked 
railroad cars. Five hundred others 
were burned alive in the railway 
police center. Hundreds more were 
killed by Rizeigat Arabs armed with 
guns, spears and sticks. 

The Dinka have been hard-hit by 
the government and its allies, while 
the SPLA has failed to protect or 
Teed the Dinka. Both sides in the war 
have committed atrocities, both 
sides have blocked relief supplies 
that were intended for civilians. 

The UiL State Department has is- 
sued its first statement ou the serious- 
ness of the famine and (he need to 
distribute food quickly, it has called 
on Khartoum and (he SPLA to coop- 
erate with the International Commit- 
tee of the Red Cross ami private vol- 
untaiy agencies to provide relief to 
civilian victims. Washington has the 
credibility and the ability to launch 
such a humanitarian initiative, but it 
must persuade both sides that it will 
have no pan in using food as a weapon. 

The ethnic conflict is deep and not 
easily resolvable. Political solutions 
will require long and careful negotia- 
tions. But the immediate needs of 
innocent civilians cannot be ignored. 
A U.S. initiative has the potential to 
spur an international effort to avert 
toe downward spiral to disaster, and 
also to create an environment m 
which the causes of this tragedy can 
be addressed and ultimately resolved.

Targeting is also expected to be important in help- 
ing scientists prodace faboraioiy animals that have the 
same genetic defects as those that cause hereditary 
diseases in humans. 

“In the long run it might be possible to replace a 
defective gene with a good copy" said Dr. Brigid 
Hogan of the Vanderbilt University School of Mali- 
cine in Nashville, Tennessee. 

For now, she said, the research is exciting mainly 
because of its potential for clarifying some of the most 
mysterious events in the intricate process of human 
development from fertilized egg to human being. In 
that process, scientists believed lie the answers to many 
tragic diseases and development disorders. 

The transplantation of genes in animals and even 
the construction of artificial genes have become rela- 
tively common. The historic example was captured in 
a photograph, now famous in the scientific literature, 
of two mice, one almost twice as large as the other. 
They were from the same litter, but one grew to 
unusual size because it received a modified verson of 
the human gene for making growth hormone. 

Many other gene transplants have been done since 
that one more than five years ago, but they have 
shared an important drawback: Scientists had no way 
of directing, them to a particular location on a specific 
chromosome. The transplants went into tin: recipient's 
hereditary apparatus at unpredictable places. 

The inability to send a gene to a specific target 
sometimes interferes with the transplanted gene's abil- 
ity to function. Serious damage could result if the 
transplant, inactivated an important native gene or 
activated an oncogene to start the cancer process. 

In research with mouse cells at the Howard Hughes 
Medical Institute at the University of Utah, Mario R. 
Capecchi, Suzanne L Mansour and Kirk R. Thomas 
have developed a new method intended to n»Vn iar- 
igeting practical.

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Lawson Survives Bombardment of Economic Management

LONDON — Nigel Lawson, the British 
chancellor of the Exchequer, facing mount- 
ing criticism from opposition politicians 
and the media, appears to have weathered 
& severe political test after the record trade 
deficit reposted for October. 

After Mr. Lawson’s spirited defense in 
Parliament on Tuesday of his pdlipy of 
keeping interest rates high to curb infla- 
tion, which he sees as the greatest danger 
facing Britain’s economy, he has come 
through what The Times called his “ordeal 
by fire.” 

A senior government source, comment- 
ing Wednesday on renewed speculation of 
anft between Mr. Lawson and Prime Min- 
ister Margaret Thatcher, said the prime 
minister fully supported the chancellor. 

Mrs. Thatcher created a stir in Parlia- 
ment when she did not explicitly express 
her support for Mir. Lawson. On recent 
occasions when Mr. Lawson has been at- 


tacked, Mrs. Thatcher has offered praise 
for him. 

The prime minister left the question un- 
answered when asked by an opposition 
member of Parliament representing a con- 
stituency in Edinburgh whether she still 
thought Mr. Lawson was “brilliant" on 
interest rates and the record trade deficit, 
because nobody else (fid. 

The Guardian newspaper said Wednes- 
day that Mr. Lawson had “emerged virtu- 
ally unscathed from the biggest political 
test of his five-year term.” 

The newspaper comments signaled a 
new rise in the chancellor’s political stand- 
ing, which previously seemed to have 
slumped irretrievably, in what one editorial 
writer said “could hardly have been a more 
miserable November for Mr. Lawson.” 

Responding to opposition critics who 
accused him of havmg lost control of the 
economy, Mr. Lawson delivered a firm 
message that his economic policies would 


not change, despite Friday’s unpopular rise 
in inteirat rales. 

The chancellor was said to have fallen 
frdm grace some six months ago, when it 
was rumored that he would soon quit his 
post because of policy disagreem e nts with 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher as ster- 

Hng’s surge seemed to threaten Britain’s 
new-found prosperity. 

Mr. Lawson’s view that the pound 
should remain strong indefinitely, despite 
the inevitable higher prices to be paid for 
British exports, seems to have prevailed. 

Criticism of Mr. Lawson was fueled by 
his recent declaration that he did not wish 
to remain in office after the aid of the 
government’s current term, due to expire in 

1992. 

Criticism of Mr. Lawson’s policies has 
increased as cracks have begun to appear in 
the previously rosy picture of Britain's 
economy that helped win support for the 
Conservatives in last year’s general elec- 
tions. 


Mr. Lawson has predicted that the cur- 
rent account deficit would hit at least £M 
billion ($25 billion j this year he had ini* 
daily predicted a gap of £4biIIioiL 

In the past eight months Mr. Lawson has 
been forced to backtrack on policy and 
raise interest rates nine times to curb the 
consumer boom. His first increase came 
soon after he had cut rates to their lowest 
level in 10 years. 

The opposition Labor Party and the 
press have taken him to task over this. 

Even a _ fellow Conservative, former 
Prime Minister Edward Heath, has com- 
pared him to a golfer who uses only one 
dub; but Mr. Lawson has clung to his 
contention that interest rates are the best 
way to control inflation. 

British industry has come underpressure 
from this policy, which has given Britain 
the highest interest rates in the industrial- 
ized world, at 13 percent.

In Gdansk , the Legend Is Rusting 

Facing Closure, Lenin Shipyard Falls on Hard Times

GDANSK, Poland — Along Dock Street, at the 
main gate of the big Lenin shipyard, candles flicker 
amid flowers at the foot of towering steel crosses, 
recalling workers slain by the police during food 
riots in 1970.

1980, accords were signed here between workers 
and government representatives, giving birth and 
recognition to Solidarity, the East bloc’s first free 
trade union. 

The shipyard occupies a place m the conscious- 
ness of Poland far out of proportion to its rede in 
the economy.

Last month, the government announced that it 
would shutdown the rusting shipyard, saying that 
it was unprofitable.

Nabisco Group 
Raises Offer to 
$24.3 Billion

NEW YORK — A manag ement 
group of RJR Nabisco Inc. raised 
its offer for the food and tobacco 
giant Wednesday to more than 
$24.3 billion in a last-minute move 
to fend off rival bidders. 

The increased offer from a group 
led by F. Ross Johnson, president 
and chief executive officer of RJR 
Nabisco, topped the $22.7 billion 
offer it had submitted Tuesday at 
the deadline for bidding. 

Mr. Johnson's latest offer came 
as an outside group of RJR direc- 
tors, conducting an auction for the 
company, were evaluating bids. 
The move appeared to throw the 
bidding process into confusion. 

The management group said it 
was prepared to offer $108 a share 
for the company, compared with 
the SlOl-a-share offer on Tuesday. 
Its previous offers were of $100 a 
share in mid-November and $75 a 
share at the start of the takeover 
battle in October. 

The group said the offer includ- 
ed $84 a share in cash, preferred 
stock it valued at $20 a share and 
additional preferred slock it valued 
at $4 a share, convertible into 15 
percent of the common stock in the 
acquired company. 

Mr. Johnson's group pledged un- 
specified protection for RJR’s em- 
ployees and sard it was prepared to 
negotiate “all aspects of their pro- 
posal, including price." 

There was no immediate re- 
sponse from the directors of RJR 
Nabisco or from the two other bid- 
ders in the battle. Kohl berg Kravis 
Roberts & Co. and First Boston 
Corp. Their offers were believed to 
be well over $100 a share, however. 

RJR Nabisco’s stock rose KL5U 
to dose at $93375 Wednesday on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
The stock was trading at less than 
$56 a share when the takeover bat- 
tle opened. 

Meanwhile, a newspaper report 
on Wednesday, quoting unnamed 


sources close to the committee of 
RJR Nabisco directors, said Kohl- 
beig Kravis had raised its bid Tues- 
day by about $2.7 billion to about 
$24 billion. 

There was no word on whether 
First Boston had changed its previ- 
ous informal offer, which was val- 
ued as high as $26.8 billion in cash 
and securities. 


US. Incomes 
And Spending 
Rise Strongly

WASHINGTON — U.S. 
personal incomes jumped by 
13 percent in October, the 
government reported Wednes- 
day, marking the steepest rise 
in a year, while consumption 
spending rose by a robust 0B 
percent during the month. 

Although the figures pro- 
vide further evidence of strong 
growth in the U.S. economy, 
the rise in incomes was distort- 
ed by a bulge in subsidy pay- 
ments to fanners, mainly for 
crop losses, and bonuses to 
autoworkers, the Commerce 
Department said. Stripping 
out those factors, personal in- 
comes grew by 0.9 percent. 

The department said in- 
comes rose $72.1 billion to a 
seasonally adjusted annual 
rate of $4.18 trillion in Octo- 
ber, following modest in- 
creases of 03 percent in Sep- 
tember and a revised 0.4 
percent in August. 

Personal consumption 
spending, which includes ev- 
erything but interest payments 
on debt, rose in October to an 
annual $330 trillion, after a 
weak 0.1 percent rise in Sep- 
tember. (AP, UPI, Reuters)

Thomson and Aerospatiale Are Studying Joint Venture

PARIS — Two Of France’s lead- 
ing electronics and aviation groups 
said Wednesday that they had be- 
gun negotiations on setting up a 
joint venture that would be the 
largest group outside of North 
America to specialize in civilian 
and military aviation electronics. 

Thomson- CSF and Aerospa- 
tiale, both of which are state- 
owned, said they had acquired gov- 
ernment approval to study a 
possible merger of several of their 
subsidiaries to create the largest 
single European supplier of flight 
electronics. 

The companies said the aviation 
electronics division of Tbomson- 
CSF, along with three units of Aero- 
spatiale would be involved in the 
vmturei They would specialize in 
radar, missile, navigation, flight con- 
trol and communications systems. 

The unit was projected to have 
annual sales of 3.7 billion francs 
($625 mOHcm). 

A spokesman for Thomson said 
that the group should be operation- 
al within three years, but added 
that no data had been set. 

The venture was seen as giving a 
boost to efforts to restructure 
France's aviation equipment sec- 


tor. Such consolidation of the in- 
dustry has been under way outside 
France for two years. 

Recently, Daimler Benz AG, 
West Germany’s largest industrial 
concern, has said that it plans to 
take a 30 percent stake in Messer-

Carnival Cruise Lines will take 
HAL's three cruise ships and 18 hotels in Alas- 
ka and the Yukon Territory of Canada as well 
as their debts. leaving the Dutch firm without 
long-term debu 

HALsaid it did not expect to pay taxes on the 
book profit made in the deal, which it said 
would push liquid assets up to $965 a share, 
sharply above the current market price. 

HAL shares dosed at 1,198 guilders ($612.60) 
on the Amsterdam exchange on Tuesday. Trad- 
ing was suspended Wednesday, before the an- 
nouncement.

Many analysts have worried 
that a spate erf strong econom- 
ic reports for October might 
prompt the Fed to raise the 
discount rate 

In its report, the Fed also 
said wage increases have been 
moderate, while capacity con- 
straints and price pressures 
have eased slightly in several 

industries. 

The report is issued before 
the Federal Open Market 
Committee meetings on mone- 
tary policy. The next meeting 
is on Dec. 13 and 14.

Mr. Yeatter said that if the talks 
collapse Washington would retali- 
ate, as it has in the past, against 
countries it deemed to be violating 
trading norms. 

“We believe it is imperative that 
satisfactory s tandar ds emerge,” he 
said. 

Among items the United States 
is most interested in arc protection 
of intellectual property, freer trade 
in services and sharp reductions in 
subsidies for agriculture. 

The Montreal meeting, which in- 
volves senior trade of ficials , is in- 
tended to give a political push to 
negotiations in the so-called Uru- 
guay Round of the General Agree- 
ment on Tariffs and Trade, or 
GATT. Such negotiations are nor- 
mally held at the staff level 

The negotiations are part of the 
eighth round of talks in the postwar 
effort to liberalize trade under the 
40-year-old GATT charter, which 
defines the rules of intonational 
trade. The round is scheduled to be 
concluded at the end of 1990.

TOKYO — A leading Japanese politician warned his country’s’ 
trading partners on Wednesday against singling out Tokyo's nee 
policy for attack at next week’s ministerial-level trade talks in 
Montreal. 

“It would be fumiyif one product from one nation were taken up 
at the meeting,” said Tsutomu Hata, a former minister of agriculture. 

Japan was ready to discuss its ban on rice imports at the meeting, 
but only if other countries were willing to talk about their restrictions 
on agricultural trade and their export subsidies, he said. 

Ministers from 96 countries will gather in Montreal next week for 
trade talks under the auspices of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade. 

The meeting is intended to give a political push to negotiations in 
the so-called Uruguay Round of the GATT. Such negotiations are 
normally held at the staff level . 

The United Slates has served notice that it wants a commitment in 
Montreal that its trading partners will end subsidies for agricultural 
trade. 

Mr. Hata, who heads the powerful agriculture faction within the 
ruling Liberal Democratic Party, criticized Washington for its at- 
tacks on Japan’s rice policy. 

The Reagan administration last month turned down a petition 
from U.S. rice growers against Japan’s import baa But it said it was 
willing to reopen the case if Tokyo failed to come up with a 
satisfactory solution to the problem at Montreal 

“We cannot be happy abont the rejection because it was condi- 
tional” Mr. Hata said.

The Beatles’ Yesterdays on Abbey Road

CCTMAGINE what ft was like 
1 for me, walking into Abbey 
Road Studios, opening tape boxes 
that had not been touched since 
they were shelved 20 years ago, 
and listening through profession- 
al equipment to the Beatles’ re- 
cording-session tapes," said Marie 
Lewisohn, describing the major 
pan of his research for his new 
book, “The Beatles Recording 
Sessions: The Official Abbey 
Read Studio Session Notes 1962- 
1970.” 

“1 was able to sit in a control 
room at the studio where the Bea- 
tles worked, doing my own mixes 
and isolating tracks,” he ex- 
plained in a telephone interview 
from his home in Beikbamsted, 
England. “And I can honestly say 
I was surprised by everything I 
beard. The Beatles were brilliant 
in the stadia Thor sheer industry 
was amazing.” 

Lewisohn spent two years lis- 
tening to 400 boars of tape: raw 
material that had yielded 10 hours 
of officially released Beatles mu- 
sic. Included were early versions 
of familiar songs, more than a 
dnwm songs that were never re- 
leased, an album's worth of 
avant-garde experiments (along 
the lines of “Resolution 9”), and 
between-takes studio chatter that 
throws light on the band’s work- 
ing process. 

The Abbey Road Stadhs in 
London where Lewisohn did his 
listening were opened in 1931 and 
were once known primarily for 
the dasacal records made there. 
The Beatles began recording in 
1962 at Abbey Road and by the 
mid-1960s, the gram’s financial 
clout within EMI (their record 
company, which owned the stu- 
dios) was such that it could com- 
mandeer Abbey Road’s facilities 
for weeks at a time for sessions 
lasting 12 hours or more. 

In 1969, the group named its 
final album after the studios. The 
group had originally derided to 
call its swan song “Everest” and 
planned to have a cover photo 

taken in the Himala yas But as the 

release date approached, none of 
the four wanted to make the trip, 
so Paul McCartney suggested that 
they have a photo taken in the 
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The Beaties in 1967 when the album Sgt Pepper’s Lonely Hearts Chib Band was released. 


crosswalk outside the studios and 
that the album be called “Abbey 
Road.” 

From the session tapes, Lewi- 
sohn writes, a listener gets an 
impression of the differences in 
the working methods of the 
group’s two principal composers, 
John Lennon and Paul McCart- 
ney. Lennon liked to work quick- 
ly and was often satisfied with 
performances of his songs after 
comparatively few takes. McCart- 
ney, by contrast, often reworked 
and rearranged his tunes, some- 
times starting over after d prwis of 
takes and trial mixes. At times, 
the dash between these approach- 
es yielded the sparks that gave the 
recordings their final touch. 

The tapes also reveal the hmnor 
familiar from the group’s films 
and interviews. “It is little short of 
miraculous that the Befits were 
able to record any Lmnon song 

Lewisohn writes^or wfaiie'pad 
or George’s 1 -2-3-4 count-ins 
were always appropriately sensi- 
ble, John’s — from the earliest 
surviving archive tape to the last 
—were anything but Only John 
Lennon could have devised so 
many demented ways of saying 
four simple numbers.” 


Lewisohn’s research also in- 
cluded a study of the recording 
logs, in which the details of what 
was done at each session are not- 
ed. 

He interviewed 80 people who 
observed the group at work. 
Among them were George Mar- 
tin, the group’s producer, and 
most of the engineers, techni- 
cians, and musiriapg who waked 
an the band's disks. There is also 
an interview with McCartney, 
which serves as the book’s fore- 
word. 

In three books and numerous 
articles, the30-year-dtd Lewisohn 
has brought a scholarly touch to 
Beatlemania by focusing on the 
details of when, where and bow 
they produced their music. 

A fan since childhood, he be- 
gan his research when PhDh> Nor- 
man, author of the Beatles biogra- 
phy “Shout!,” asked him to 
ascertain the on which John 
Lennon and Paul McCartney 
met. All previous authors had 
agreed that the occasion was an 
outdoor pafonnance by Len- 
non’s band, the Quarry Men, in 
Liverpool; but eadi cited a differ- 
ent date. 

“When 1 found sane newspa- 
per articles that definitively estab- 


lished the date— July 6, 1957 —I 
was so astonished that I kept re- 
searching,” Lewisohn said, fit 
fact, he continued fa seven years, 
producing a chronicle of 1,400 
public performances the Beatles 
gave between 1957 and 1966. 

Fleshed out with chapter intro- 
ductions, repertory lists, annota- 
tions that TfirliMt* such, dataik as 
attendance figures and gate re- 
ceipts, and lavish documentary il- 
lustrations, that listing became 
hUfim book, *Tbe Beaties Live!" 
The research also served as the 
basis of his second boric, “25 
Years in the Life," a more gener- 
alized chronology of the quartet’s 
activities be tw een 1962 and 1987. 

Just as Lewisohn’s research ca-* 
reer was taking on a life of its 
own, the directors of EMI real- 
ized that they had no idea what 
the company’s Ryd**- archive 
held. The first to attempt a com- 
plete catalogue was John Barrett, 
a young engineer. When he died 
in 1984, the project was shelved. 

Two years later, Lewisohn’s 
“Beatles Live!” caught the com- 
pany’s interest, and the author 
was invited to complete the task. 
“Of course, I had wanted to listen, 
to those tapes for years," he said, 
“and I had always prayed that if 


tiie job went to someone, it would 
be me.” 

“The Beaties Recording Ses- 
sions,” like “The Beatles Live!”, 
combines muacologkal sobriety 
with a my sense of humor. On 
one hand, it is a virtuose trivia 
recital 

It is also the first book to in- 
dude the dares tunes and places 
of every Beatles recoding, mixing 
and editing die number 

of takes required to record each of 
the group’s songs; which take 
were chosen fa release and what 
son of overdubbing completed 
their production; whar instru- 
ments were used, and who played 
them. With this wealth of detail, 
Lewisohn vividly conveys a sense 
of the atmosphere at the sessions, 
and shows bow the band evolved 
during its brief but productive re- 
cording career. 

When the book begins, the Bea- 
tles are a provincial dance band, 
eager to tbflow Martin’s direc- 
tions and able to sit still fa a 
lecture on the poor state of their 
equipment Within four years, 
they were not only calling their 

own music shots, but had pushed 
studio technology so far that 
EMTs engineers had to invent 
new circuitry to provide the ef- 
fects the Beatles wanted. 

Most important, Lewisohn 
shows the *ni«y taking shape, 
sometimes in a single take (“Long 
Tall Salty"), sometimes in as 
many as 102 attempts (George 
Harrison’s 1968 “Not Guilty ” 
which, after all that, was left unre- 
leased). 

The boric also lists dozens of 

tanfaKring v ariants, inrinritng a 

27-minute “Helter Skelter” as 
wril as a verson of “A Day in the 
life” in which the final o r c h es tra l 
crescendo was followed by a cho- 
ral hum. This finale was replaced 
when the group derided that a 
piano chord would end the work 
more strongly. 

Does Lewisohn ever fed Bea- 
tied-oni? “WeR I waked on "The 
Beatles Recordings Sessions’ 16 
hours a day, 7 days a week, fa 2 
years,” he said, “and when it was 
finished, yes, I did fed Beatled- 
oul I fold people that 1 was not 
gong to play a Beatles record fa 
at least six months. But actually, 1 
think I lasted only a few days:”
